A Joint Assembly shall be formed by a union 
of the Senate and Honse of Bepresentativea in the 
Hall of the latter, at such time and for such specific 
purpose only as may be expressed in a concurrent 
resolution of both Houses ; and may adjourn from 
time to time during the session of the General As- 
sembly. The President of the Senate shall in all 
cases preside over, and the Secretary of State, or 
in his absence, the Secretary of the Senate, shall 
offldate as Clerk ; and the rules of the Senate as 
£Ekr as applicable shall be observed in regulating the 
proceedings of eTery Joint Assembly. 

2. 

The proceedings of every Joint Assembly, includ- 
ing the resolution ordering the same, shall be re- 
corded by the Clerk in a book kept for that purpose, 
which shall be preserved in the oi^ce of the Secre- 
tary of State, a copy of which shall be ftarnished 
to the Governor by the Secretary of State, and shall 
also be published with the Journal of the proceed- 
ings of the Senate*

At the commencement of each session the follow- i 
iug Joint Standing Committee, consisting of two 

Senators and three BepresentMives, shall be ap- ^ 

pointed by the presiding officers of the two Houses j 
respectively, to wit: 

A Committee on Joint Rules. I 

Also the following Joint Standing Committees, I 
to consist of three Senators and five Bepresenta* 
tives, to wit : ' 

A Committee on the Library. 

A Committee on the House of Correction. . 

A Committee on the Reform School. 

A Committee on Game and Fisheries. \ 

I 

A Joint committee of three Senators and three > 
Representatives shall be appointed by the presiding 
officers of the two Houses respectively, to whom 
may be referred all documents transmitted by the j 
Governor for the use of the General Assembly, who ^ 
shall report thereon to that House from which they 
were received. 

«. 

The committee of the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives, to whom the same subject matter shall j 
have been referred, may, for the purpose of facili- 
tating business, meet together as a joint committee, 

and make a joint or separate report to either or ^ 
both Houses, as they may think expedient ^ 

6. 

In every case of disagreement between the Sen- ^ 
ate and House of Representatives, if either shall 
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request a conference and appoint a committee for 

that purpose, and the other House shall also appoint 
a committee on its part, such committees shall meet 
at a convenient lionr, to be agreed upon by their 
chairmen, in the conference-room, and state to each 
other, verbally or in writing, the reasons of each 
House for its vote on the subject matter of disagree- 
ment, confer freely thereon, and make a report of 
their doings to their respective Houses as soon as 
may be. 

7. 

Committees of Conference shall consist of an 
equal number from each House, and shall return 
the papers referred to them to that House which 
last voted upon the subject matter of disagreement. 
The report of the Committee of Conference cannot 
be amended or altered, as that of other committees 
may be. In all cases of conference asked after a 
vote of disagreement, the conferees of the House 
asking it, are to leave the papers with the conferees 
of the other. 

8. 

After each House shall have adhered to the vote 
of disagreement, a bill or resolution shall be lost 

9. 

When bills and resolutions are on their passage 
between the two Houses, they shall be verified by 
the attestation of the Secretary or Clerk of each 
House respectively, and all bills, after their third 
reading has been ordered, and before being read 
the third time, shall be duly engrossed, if the 
House in which they originated, so order ; and all 
joint resdutions shall be fairly engrossed, after their 
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passage, in the Hoase in which they originated, and 
shall, when finally passed, be signed by the pre- 
siding officer of both Houses, in the same manner 
as bills. 

10. 

When a bill or resolution which shall haye passed 

one House, is rejected in the other, notice thereof 
shall be given to the House in which the same shall 
have passed ; and all such rejected bills or resolu- 
tions, with the accompanyiug papers, shall be re« 
turned to and left in the custody of the House 
which first acted on them, 

11. 

Each House shall transmit to the other all papers 
on which any bill or resolution shall be founded ; 
and should any bill or resolution pass both Houses, 
the same papers shall be delivered to the Governor* 

12. 

No bill which shall have passed one House, shall 

be sent for concurrence to the other on the last day 
of the session. 

13. 

A two thirds vote of all present, shall be required 
for the suspension of any joint rule. 
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RULES AND ORDERS OF THE SENATE. 



1. 

The credentials of Senators shall be presented to 
the Secretary or Assistant Secretary previous to 
ten o'clock on the morning of the first Wednesday 
of October, at which time the Senate shall be called 
to order. The names of the Senators shall be 
called over, and when a quorum shall have taken 
their seats, they shall take the following oath, viz : 

I, , Senator of the County of , in the 

State of Vermont, October Session, 18 , do sol- 
emnly swear that I will be faithful and true to the 
State of Vermont, and that I will not, directly or 
indirectly, do any act or thing injurious to the con* 
stitution or government thereof as established by 
convention. So help me God. And I also sol- 
emnly swear that, as a member of this Senate, I 
will not propose or assent to any bill, vote or reso- 
lution which shall appear to me injurious to the 
people, nor do or consent to any act or thing 
whatever that shall have a tendency to lessen or 
abridge their rights and privileges, as declared by 
the Constitution of this State ; but will in all things 
conduct myself as a faithful, honest representative 
and guardian of the people, according to the best 
of my judgment and abilities. So help me God.** 
Whereupon, they shall, on nomination of the Fresi- 
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dent appoint a Vanvassing Committee^ coneisting or 
one Senator from each county, to join such commit- 
tee as the House of Representatives may appoint, 
whose duty shall be to receive, sort and count 
the votes for Governor, Lieutenant Governor and 
Treasurer ; and sbali, in like manner, appoint a 
committee of one Senator from each county to Join 
such committee as the House of Representatives 
may appoint, whose duty shall be to canvass the 
Yotes for Connty and Probate officers, and make re* 
port thereof to the Joint Assembly of both Houses. 

% 

The Senate shall meet every day (Sundays ex- 
* cepted) at ten o'clock in the morning, and two 
o'clock in the afternoon, unless otherwise specially 
ordered. 

8. 

The President having taken the chair, and a quo- 
rum being present, the Journal of the preceding day 
shall be read, and all errors therein corrected. 

4. 

In case no quorum sh&U assemble within fifteen 

minutes after the time to which the Senate was 
a<\journed, those present shall have the power to 
send the 8ergeant-at-Arms, or other officer, after 
the absentees, and compel their attendance. 

5. 

Whenever the Senate shall assemble, according 
to adjournment, or at the commencement of a ses- 
sion, and the President shall be absent, it shall be 
the duty of the Secretary, if present, if not, of a 
Senator, to call to order ; and the Senators present, 
if a quorum, shall by ballot elect a President pra 
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No Senator shall be absent without leave, unless 
he is sick, or otherwise necessarily detained. 

7. 

No Senator shall audibly speak to another, or 
otherwise interrupt the business of the Senate, 
while the journal or other public papers are being 
read, or while a Senator is orderly speaking in 
debate. 

8. 

Every Senator, when he speaks, shall, standing 

in his place, address the President, and when he 
has finished shall sit down. 

0. 

No member shall speak more than twice on the 
same question, without leave of the Senate ; and 
Senators who have once spoken, shall not again be 
entitled to the floor (except for the purpose of ex- 
planation) to the exclusion of another who has not 
spoken. 

10. 

In all cases, the Senator first arising and address- 
ing the President (subject to the restriction of rule 
9,) shall be entitled to the floor, and when two or 
more arise at the same time, the President shall 
name the one who is to speak. 

11. 

When a Senator shall be called to order he shall 

sit down ; and every question of order shall be de- 
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cided by the President without debate, subject to 
an appeal to the Senate. 

12. 

' If a Senator be called to order for words spoken, 
the exceptional words shall be immediately taken 
down in writing by the Senator calling to order, 

that the President may be better enabled to judge 
of the matter* 

13. 

The first hour of each moming^s sitting may be 

devoted to the reception and disposal of petitions, 
memorials and remonstrances, motions, resolutions, 
and the introdaction- of bills ; after which the or- 
ders of the day, or other proper business, shall be 
announced, always commencing with the unfinished 
business of the last sitting. The first hour of the 
afternoon^s sitting may be occupied in receiving 
and disposing of reports of committees, and in com- 
pleting the business of the morning hour ; ajb the 
expiration of which, the Senate will again take up 
the orders of the day. 

14. 

Beports of committees may be signed by any 
member in behalf of the committee, and shall be 
by him presented to the Senate, when the call for 
reports is made. The signer of each report shall 
be held responsible for the accuracy of its state- 
ments and the propriety of its language, and when 
the same shall be under consideration, he shall be 
further liable to give additional statements of facts 
or other explanations, in answer to the call of any 
Senator. 
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16. 

The preceediDgs of the Senate, except when 

acting as in Committee of the Whole, embracing 
the titles of bills and such parts thereof as may be 
affected by the proposed amendments, and also the 
names of the Senators, and the votes which they 
give on every question decided by yeas and nays, 
shall be, by the Secretary, accurately and concisely 
inserted in the Journal. 

16. 

The Senate shall biennially, within the first four 
days of actual sitting, elect, by ballot, a Secretary 
and an Assistant Secretary, who shall be severally 
sworn to the faithful discharge of their duties, and 
shall hold their offices until superseded by a new 
election. The Assistant Secretary shall be ex 
officio engrossing clerk. 

17. 

The Senate shall at each biennial session appoint 
the following committees, to consist of three mem* 
bers each, except that the committees on the Judi- 
ciary, and on Bailroads shall consist of seven mem- 
bers each, and the committees on Claims and on 
Education shall consist of five members each : 

A Committee on Rules. 

A Committee on Finance. 

A Committee on the Judiciary. 

A Committee on Claims. 

A Committee on Education. 

A Committee on Agriculture. 

A Committee on Manufactures. 

A Committee on Elections. 

A Committee on Military Affiiirs. 
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A Committee on Kailroads. 

A Committee on Highways and Bridges. 

A Committee on Banks. 

A Committee on Land Taxes. . 

A Committee on Printing. 

A General Committee. 

A Committee on Federal Relations. 

A Committee on the State Prison. 

A Committee on the Insane Asylum. 

A Committee on the Grand List. 

18. 

All bills after the second /reading, and all peti- 
tions, memorials, remonstrances, resolutions and 
other papers, calling for legislative action (except 
such as have been reported by a committee), no 
objection being made, shall be referred by the Presi* 
dent to appropriate committees. 

19. 

Before any resolution, any petition, or other 
paper addressed to the Senate, shall be received 
and read, whether the same shall be introduced by 
the President or a Senator, the title shall be £Eurly 
endorsed thereon, and a brief statement of its ob- 
jects or contents shall be made by the introducer. 

20. 

Every motion shall be reduced to writing by the 
mover, if required thereto by the President or a 
Senator, and a motion to lay another motion, the 
latter not being in writing, on the table, or other- 
wise to dispose of it, shall not be in order. 

21. 

Every bill shall receive three readings before it 
is passed ; the President shall give notice at each 
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reading whether it be the first, second, or third ; the 
last of which reading of public bills shall be at least 
twenty-four hours after the first reading, unless the 
Senate unanimously direct otherwise ; provided, 
that the bills may be read the second time by their 
title. Besolutions requiring the approbation and 
signature Of the Governor shall be treated in all 
respects as bills ; and the third reading of ail bills 
of a public nature shall be ordered for some partic- 
ular day. Each and every nomination made by the 
Governor, to be confirmed by the Senate, shall lie 
over at least twenty-four hours between such nom- 
ination and the confirmation thereof. 

22. 

On motion of a Senator, public bills, after the' 

second reading^ may be referred to committee of 
the whole* 

23. 

No amendment to a bill originating in the Sen- 
ate shall be received at the third reading, but the 
bill may be committed to a Senator for amendment 
at any time before its passage. 

24. 

Motiohs on bills and resolutions shall be sus- 
tained in the following order : 1. To pospone in- 
definitely. 2. To lay on the table. 3. To commit. 
4. To amend. 

25. 

A call for the previous question shall not at any 

time be in order. A motion to adjourn shall always 
be in order. 
2 
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26. 

If the questioii in debate contains several points, 
the same may be divided on the demand of a Sen- 
ator. A motion to strike ont and insert shall not be 
divided, bnt the rejection of a motion to strike out 
and insert one proposition shall not preclude a mo- 
tion to strike out and insert a different one, or a 
motion to simply strike out ; nor shall the rejection 
of a motion simply to strike out, prevent a subse- 
quent one to strike out and insert. 

27. 

In filling blankSi the largest sum and the longest 
time shall be first in order. 

28. 

When the reading of a paper is called for, and the 
same is objected to by a Senator, the question shall 
be determined by a vote of the Senate. 

29. 

The yeas and nays shall be taken on the call of a 
Senator, and every Senator present shall vote unless 
excused by the Senate ; but no Senator sliall be J 
compelled to vote who was absent when the ques- 
tion was stated by the President. 

30. I 

No Senator in the minority, nor one who did not 
vote on the decision of the question, shall have a 
right to move a reconsideration thereof ; nor shall j 
any motion for reconsideration be in order unless 
made before the close of the next day of actual 
sitting of the Senate, after that in which the vote 
was taken, and before the bill, resolution, report, 
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amendment, address, or motion upon which the 
ydte was taken, shall, in the regular progress of 

business, have gone out of the possession of the 
Senate. 

81. 

On all questions, in the decision of which a sim- 
ple majority is required, when the Senate is equally 
diyided, the Secretary shall lake the casting vote 
of the President. In all such cases a motion for 
reconsideration, if made in time, shall be in ordor 
from any Senator who voted on the question. 

82. 

The President shall have the right to call upon 
any Senator to discharge the duties of the Chair, 
whenever he shall find it necessary temporarily to 
retire ; but such substitution shall not extend be- 
yond more than one adjournment. 

83. 

The Senate having taken the final vote on any 
question, the same shall not again be in order dur- 
ing the same session, in any form whatever, except 
by way of reconsideration ; and when a motion for 
reconsideration has been decided, that decision shall 
not be reconsidered. 

34. 

No proposition to amend the rules of the Senate, 
or the joint rules of both Houses, shall be acted on 
nntil the same shall have been before the Senate at 
least twenty-four hours ; and no rule of the Senate 
shall be suspended except by the vote of three 
fourths of the members present. 
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85. 

Messages shall be sent to the House of Bepre- 
sentativea by the Secretary or Assistant Secretary. 

36. 

Beporters may be placed on the floor of the Sen- 

ate, under the direction of the Secretary, with the 
approbation of the President. 

37. 

No person shall be admitted within the lobby of 
the Senate Chamber except the Governor, Treas- 
urer of the State, Secretary of State, Auditor of 
Accounts, members of the other House, Judges of 
the Supreme Court, Circuit Judges, Senators and 
Bepresentatives in Congress, Ez-Grovernors and 
Lieutenant Grovernors, Ex-Judges of the Supreme 
Court, Ex-Senators of the State Senate, District 
Judge and Attorney of the United States, members 
of other State Legislatures, Clerk and Assistant 
Clerk of the House of Representatives, and the Sec- 
retary of Civil and Military Affiiirs, and such ladies 
and gentlemen as the President or a Senator may 
introduce. 

38. 

When in session the Senators shall sit with their 
heads uncQvered. 

39. 

Upon any disorderly conduct in the gallery, the 
President may order the same to be cleared. 
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40. 

Whenever a bill or resolution is laid on the table, 
by order of the Senate, and shall hare remained on 
the table twenty-four hours, it shall be subject to be 
taken up by the Chair, and presented for the con- 
sideration of the Senate, without a call or order on 
the subject. 

41. 

There shall be one Door-Keeper, one Assistant 

Door-Keeper, and two Messengers of the Senate. 

42. 

CHOICE OF BEATS* 

At nine o'clock on the morning of the first day 
of the session, and before the Senate shall be called 
to order, the Secretary shall place in a box pre- 
pared for the purpose, fourteen ballots, designating 
by name the several counties in the State, and shall 
proceed to draw therefrom, impartially, one ballot 
at a time until all are drawn. And as each ballot 
is drawn, the Senator or Senators from the county 
designated by such ballot, shall, personally, if pres- 
ent, or may by proxy, if absent, select his or their 
seat or seats. If any Senator or Senators, from 
any county so drawn, should not be present, either 
personally or by proxy, at the time of such draw- 
ing, the county next drawn shall have preference. 

43. 

The subject matter of each and every bill and 
resolution shall be briefly indicated in its title by 
the mover ; and every bill and resolution shall be 
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properly folded, and the name of the mover legibly 
written at the bottom of the same, before its intro- 
duction. I 

44. 

Afler the second reading of any Senate bill of pub- 
lic character, the Secretary eball cause not less than 

three hundred copies of the same to be forthwith 
printed for the use of the General Assembly, un- 
less already printed, and he shall furnish five copies 

thereof to the Librarian. 

46. 

The President of the Senate shall appoint a spe- 
cial committee of seven members, to whom shall be 
referred all proposals of amendment to the Consti- 
tution of the State. 
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BUInB 1. 

Previous to the first meeting of the House which 
shall occur after the election of Speaker and Clerk, 
at half-past eight o'clock in the mornlDg, or half- 
past one o'clock in the afternoon, as the case 
may require, and before the House shall be called 
to order^ the Speaker shall direct the Sergeant- 
at- Arms to cause the seats to be vacated, and the 
Clerk shall place in a box prepared for the pur- 
pose, ballots designating by name the several 
towns in the State, and shall proceed to draw 
therefrom, impartially, one ballot at a time, until all 
are drawn ; and as each ballot is drawn, the mem- 
ber from the town designated by such ballot shall 
personally, if present, or may by proxy, if absent, 
select his seat, and shall occupy the same during 
the drawing, either by himself or his proxy. If any 
member from any town so drawn shall not be pres- 
ent, either himself or by his proxy, at the time of 
such drawing, the town next drawn shall have pref- 
erence,

The House shall meet every day (Sundays ex- 
cepted), at ten o'clock in the morning, and at two 
o'clock in the afternoon, unless otherwise ordered.

A committee consisting of nine members, to whom 
shall be refejred all matters affecting the revenue of 
the State, and who shall inquire into the state of the 
Treasury ; ascertain the amount of debts due the 
State, and the claims against it ; report the amount 
of taxes necessary to be raised for the support of 
Government, and inquire what measure, if any, 
ought to be adopted, the better to equalize the pub- 
lic burdens, secure the accountability of public 
agents, and otherwise improve the financial concerns 
of the State ; to be denominated the Committee of 
Ways and Mtans. 

A committee consisting of seven members, to 
whom shall be referred all matters relating to the 

militia ; to be denominated the Committee on Mil- 
itary Affairs. 
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A committee consisting of nine members, to whom 
shall be referred all matters relating to the Judic* 
lary ; to be denominated the Judiciary ChmmitUe. 

A committee consisting of nine members, to 
whom shall be referred all matters relating to liter- 
ary and scientific subjects ; to be denominated the 
Committee on Education. / 

A committee consisting of fifteen members, to 

whom shall be referred all claims against the State; 
to be denominated the Committee of Ctoima. 

A committee consisting of nine members, to 
whonv shall be referred all matters relating to Bail- 
roads ; to be denominated the Committee on Rail- 
roads. 

A committee consisting of fifteen members, to 
whom shall be referred all matters relating to High- 
ways, Bridges and Ferries ; to be denominated the 
Committee on Highways^ Bridges and Ferriea. 

A committee consisting of seven members, to 

whom shall be referred all matters relating to 
Banks; to be denominated the Committee on Banks. 

A committee consisting of nine members, to 
whom shall be referred all matters relating to 
Domestic Manufactures ; to be denominated the 

Committee on Manufactures,

A committee consisting of 'fifteen members, to 
whom shall be referred all matters relating to Agri- 
culture ; to be denominated the Committee on 
AgricuUvre. 

A committee consisting of fifteen members, to

A committee consisting of seven members, to 
whom shall be referred all matters relating to the 

State Prison ; to be denominated the Committee 
on the atate Prison. 

A committee of nine members, to whom shall 
be referred all bills and other matters relative to 
private corporations ; to be denominated the Com- 
mittee on Corporations. 

A committee of seven members, to whom shall 
be referred all bills and other matters relative to 

town lines ; to be denominated the Committee on 
Town Lints. 

A committee consisting of one member from each 
county, who shall consider all matters relating to 
the mileage and debentures of the members of the 
House ; to be denominated the Committee on jSftle- 
ags and Debentures. 

A committee consisting of seven members, to 

whom shall be referred all matters relating to the 
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Public Buildings ; to be denominated the Commit- 
tee on Piiblio Bvildinga. 

A committee consisting of seven members, to 
whom shall be referred all matters relating to the 

Insane Asylum ; to be denominated the Committee 
on the Insane. 

BULE 4. 

Ko committee shall sit during the session of the 

House, without leave from the House. 

Bulb 5. 

Committees shall consider and report to the House 
upon all matters referred to them, and they may re- 
port by bill or otherwise. 

BULE 6. 

Committees shall be made by the Speaker, but 
any appointment so made, may, on motion of a 
member, be overruled by the House ; in which case 
the . House shall, on nomination of a member, im- 
mediately fill the vacancy. 

BULE 7. 

A member shall be excused from service on any 
committee upon his request, if, at the time of his 
. appointment, he is a member of two other com- 
mittees. 

BULE 8. 

Whenever the House orders the appointment of 
a committee, the Speaker shall be entitled to one 

recess of the House in which to make the appoint'* 
ment. 
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BUL£ 9. 

OF TBB RIGHTS AKD DUTIX8 01* THB 9PBAKBB AND OTHXB 

KBMBBBS. 

The Speaker shall take the chair at the hour to 
which the House a^jouraedi call it to order and 
proceed to business ; causing the journals of the 
previous day to be read at the opening of the 
House on each day, unless otherwise ordered by the 
House. He shall preserve order, and may speak 
on questions of order in preference to any other 
member, rising from his seat for that purpose ; and 
shall decide on all questions of order, subject to an 
appeal to the House. 

Bulb 10. 

In case of any disturbance or disorderly conduct 
in the gallery or lobby, the Speaker may cause the 
same to be cleared. 

Bulb 11. 

If any member, in speaking, or otherwise, trans- 
gress the rules of the House, the Speaker shall, or 
any other member may, call to order, in which case 
the member so called to order shall immediately sit 
down, unless permitted to explain ; and the House 
shall, if appealed to, decide the same vnthout debate. 
If the decision be in favor of the member called to 
order, he shall be at liberty to proceed ; if other- 
wise, and the case require, he shall be liable to the 
censure of the House. 

Bulb 13. 

So member shall speak more than twice to the 
same question without permission from the House; 

nor shall he speak the second time while the ^Qor 
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is claimed by a member who has not spoken to the 

question under consideration. 

Bulb 13. 

No member shall absent himself from the service 
of the House unless he have leave of absence, is 
sick, or unable to attend. 

Rule 14. 

The yeas and nays shall be ordered on any ques* 
tion, on demand of a member, aud when taken, and 

also on a division of the House, every member 
present except the Speaker, shall vote, unless ex- 
cused by the House ; but no member shall be com- 
pelled to vote who was not present when the ques- 
tion was stated from the Chair ; nor shall any one, 
in taking the yeas and nays, be permitted to vote, 
oxcept by unanimous consent, who was not within 
the bar of the House when his name was called ; 
and when any member asks leave to vote, the Speak- 
er shall propound to him the question : ^^Were 
you within the bar of the House when your name 
was called?" Nor shall any member be permitted 
to vote on any question in which he is immediately 
or directly interested. No member or other per- 
son, shall visit or remain by the Clerk's table while 
the yeas and nays are being called, or the ballots 
are being counted. 

Bulb 15. 

In all cases of ballot, the Speaker shall vote ; in 
other cases he shall not be required to vote, un- 
less the House be equally divided, or unless his

United States of America in Congress assembled t 

That Ihe Legislature of each State which shall be chosen next pre- 
ceding the expiration of the time for which any Senator was elected 
to represent said State in Congress, shalK on the second Tuesday after 
the meeting and organization thereof, proceed to elect a Senator In 
Congress, in place of such Senator so going out ot office, in the follow- 
Isg manner: Eaob bouse staatl openly, by a viva voce [votel of each 
member present, name one person lor Senator in Congress from said 
State, and the name of the person so voted for, who shall have a ma- 
jority of the whole number of votes cast in ealdi boose, sball be enter- 
ed on the Journal of each house by tlie clerk or secretary thereof; but 
if either liouse shall fall to give such majority to any person on said 
day^fbat fact shall be entered on' the Journal. At twelve oH^lock, 
meridian, of the day following that on which proceedings are required 
to take place, aforesaid, the iuembers of the two houses shall convene 
in Joint assembly and the Journal of eaob bouse shall then be read, and 
if the same person shall have received a majority of all the votes In 
eacb boase, such person sball be declared duly elected Senator to 
represent said State in the Congress of the United States; but if the 
same person shall not have received a majority of the votes in each 
house, or if either bouse shall have failed to take proceedings as re- 
quired by this aet« the Joint assembly shall then proceed to choose, by 
a viva voce vote of eacii member present, a person for the purpose 
aforesaid, and the person having a majority of all the votes of the said 
foint assembly, a minority of all the members elected to both hbuses 
being present and voting, shall be declared duly elected; and in case 
no person shall receive such majority on the first day, the Joint assem- 
bly shall meet at twelve o'clock, meridian, of each sueceeding day 
during the session of the legislature, and take at least one vote until 
a Senator shall be elected. 

Sec. 2. And be ii further enacted^ That whenever, on the meeting 
of the Legislature of any State, a vacancy shall exist iu the representa- 
tion of such State in the Senate of the United States, said Legislature 
shall proceed, on the second Tuesday after the commencement and 
organization of its session, to elect a person to fill such vacancy, in 
the manner hereinbefore provided for the election of a Senator for a 
flill term ; and if a vacancy shall happen during the session of the 
Legislature, then on the second Tuesday after the Legislature shall 
have been organized and shall have notice of such vacancy.

-FEDERAL OEi^XOEES. 



Hon. HOYT H. Wheeler, of Jamaica, district judge, 
was bora in Chesterfield, N. H., August 30, 1833 ; re- 
ceivi&d an academical education at Chesterfield Academy 
and Newfane, Vt. ; read law with the late Hon. Charles 
K. Field, then of Newfane, and with Bradley & Kel- 
logg, of Brattleboro ; was admitted to the bar of Wind- 
ham county in 1859, '^^^ located in Jamaica the same 
year. Judge Wheeler represented Jamaica in 1867, 
and was a senator from Windham county in 1868, '69. 
In the latter year he was elected a judge of the supreme 
court, which position he continuously occupied until 
March 31, 1877, when he resigned, having been ap- 
pointed by President Hayes, judge for the district of 
Vermont. Religious preference, Congregationalist, 
and in politics is a republican. 

Hon. KiTTREDGE Haskins, of Brattleboro, district 
attorney, was born in Dover, Vt., April 8, 1836, was 
educated at the public schools, read law, was admitted 
to the bar of Windham county in 1856, and located in 
Brattleboro in 1863. He was first lieutenant of Co. I, 
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l6th regiment Vt. Vols., in the war of the rebelHon, 
was state's attorney from 1870 to 1872, represented 
Brattleboro in the legislature of the latter year, and 
was appointed by President Hayes, district attorney, in 
1880. Religious preference* Episcopalian, and in poli- 
tics is a republican. 

Hon. Bradley B. Smalley, of Burlington, clerk of 
the district of Vermont, was born in Jericho, Vt., Nov. 
26, 1836, and removed to Burlington in 1839. Mr. 
Smalley received a common school and academic edu- 
cation ; studied law with his father, the late Hon* 
David A. Smalley ; was appointed district clerk in 1861, 
and admitted to the bar of Chittenden county in 1863. 
He represented the city of Burlington in the legislature 
of 1874 and again in 1878, and has held various muni- 
^cipal offices in his adopted city. Religious preference. 
Episcopalian, and in politics is a democrat. 

General William Wirt Henry, of Burlington, 
marshal, was born in Waterbury, Vt., Nov. 21, 1831 ; 
received a common school and academical education* 
Jpcatjed in Burlington in 1868, and engaged in the 
manu&cture and sale of proprietary and other med* 
icines. Gen. Henry was commissioned first lieutenant 
of Co. D, 2d Vt. Vols. ; promoted successively major, 
lieutenant colonel, colonel of the loth Vt. Vols., and 
for gallant services on the field, was made brigadier 
general by brevet. He has held several municipal of- 
fices in both his native town and adopted city. In 
1865-66-67 he was a member of the senate from the 
county of Washington, and in 1874-75 ^^om the county 
of Chittenden, and was appointed marshal by President 
Hayes in 1879. Religious preference, Congregationalist, 
and in politics is a republican. 

General William Wells, of Burlington, collector 
of customs, was born in Waterbury, Vt., Dec. 14, 
1837 ; received an academical education at Barre, Vt., 
and Kimball Union Academy, of Meriden, N. H., and 
engaged in mercantile life. Early in the war of the 
rebellion he enlisted as a private in Co. C, 1st Vt. 
Cav., received successive promotions as first lieuten-

ant, captain, major, colonel, brevet brigadier, brigadier, 
and brevet major general of volunteers. In 1865 and 
'66 he represented his native town in the legislature. 
In 1866 he was elected adjutant and inspector general* 
which position he held by successive elections till May, 
1872, when he was appointed by President Grant, col- 
lecter of customs, and the same year located in Bur- 
lington. Religious preference, Episcopalian, and in 
politics b a republican. 

Hon. John C. Stearns, of Bradford, collector of in- 
ternal revenue, was born in Chelsea, Feb. 11, 183 1. He 
is a merchant and located in Bradford in 1844, was edu- 
cated at the common schools and Bradford Academy. 
Was a private, and serg't major of the ist, and adjutant 
of the 9th regiment of Vt. Vols. He was delegate to 
the Chicago convention, in 1868. He was United 
States assessor of internal revenue for the 2d district of 
Vermont from 1870 to 1873, and a senator from Orange 
county in 1878. He was appointed collector of inter- 
nal revenue for the district of Vermont, by President 
Garfield in May, 1881. Religious preference, Con- 
gregationalist, and in politics is a republican. 



CONGRESSIONAL DELEGATION. 



SENATORS. 

Hon. George F. Edmunds, of Burlington, senator, 
was born in Richmond, Vt., Feb. i, 1828; received a 
common school education and the instruction of a pri- 
vate tutor; studied law with A. B. Maynard, Esq., of 
Richmond, in itS46 and ^47, — with Messrs. Smalley & 
Phelps, of Burlington, in 1848 and '49; was admitted 
to the bar of Chittenden county in 1849; practiced law 
in Richmond till November, 185 1, when he located in 
Burlington. In 1854, '55, '57, '58 and '59 he was a 
representative in the legislature, serving as speaker of 
the house in 1857, '58 and '59 ; was a member and 
president pro tempore of the senate in 1861 and ^62* 
He was appointed United States senator, to fill the va- 
cancy occasioned by the death of the Hon. Solomon 
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Foot, and took his seat April 5, 1866; was elected for 
the remainder of the term ending March 4, 1869, and 
has received three successive elections since ; his present 
term will expire in 1887. He was a member of the 
electoral commission in 1876, and is the acknowledged 
leader of the United States senate. Religious prefer- 
ence, Episcopaliant and in politics is a republican. 

Hon. Justin S. Morrill, of Stratford, was born in 
Strafford, Vt., April 14, 1810; received an academic 
education ; was a merchant, and afterwards engaged in 
agricultural pursuits ; was a representative in tne 34th, 
3Sth, 36th, 37th, 38th and 39th congresses. In 1866 
he was elected to succeed the Hon. Luke P. Poland in 
the United States senate* took his seat March' 4, 1867, 
and has received two successive elections since, his 
present term ending March 3, 1885. Religious prefer- 
ence, Congregationalist, and in politics is a republican. 



REPRESENTATIVES. 

FIRST DISTRICT. — (OLD.) 

Counties — Addison, Bennington, Rutland, and Wash- 
ington. 

Hon. Charles H. Joyce, of Rutland, was born near 
Andover, England, Jan. 30, [830, and emigrated to 
this country when a mere lad. He received an academ- 
ical education, and commenced the study of law with 
John L. Buck, Esq., of Northfield, ab.out the year 
1850, reading also in the offices of F. V. Randall, Esq., 
and Hon. Ferrand F. Merrill, of Montpelier ; was ad- 
mitted to the bar of Washington county in 1852, and 
located in Northfield. In 1853 and '54 he held the of- 
fice of state librarian. In 1856 he was elected state's 
attorney for Washington county, and re-elected in 1857. 
In 1861 he was commissioned major of the 2d regt. V^t. 
Vols., and was promoted to the rank of lieutenant col- 
onel in 1862. In 1863 he removed to Rutland, which 
town he represented in 1870, serving as speaker the 
same year. Col. Joyce was elected from the first dis- 
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trict of Vermont to the 44th, 45th and 46th congresses, 
and re-elected to the 47th, as a republican, receiving 
15,645 votes against 6,771 votes for Jean J. R. Randall, 
democrat ; 358 votes for Carlos C* Martin, greenbacker ; 
scattering, 37. 

FIRST DISTRICT. — (NEW.) 

Counties — Addison, Bennington, Chittenden, Franklin, 
Grand Isle, Lamoille and Rutland. 

Hon. John W. Stewart, of Middlebury, represen- 
tative elect from the first district, was born in Middle- 
bury, Nov. 14, 1825. He is a graduate of Middlebury 
College, class of '46, and was admitted to the bar of 
Addison county in 1850. Besides having held the 
usual town offices, he represented Middlebury in 1856, 
'57, '64, '65, '66, '67 and '76, and was speaker of die 
house in 1865, '67 and '76. He was a senator 
from Addison county in 1861-62, and was governor of 
the state in 1870-^2, being the first governor elected 
under the present biennial system. Governor Stewart 
was elected, as a republican, a member of the 48di 
congress, receiving 15,638 votes against 6,009 votes 
for Lyman W. Redinston, democrat ; 865 votes for C. 
W. B. Kidder, greenbacker, and 63 votes scattering. 

SECOND DISTRICT. — (OLD.) 

Counties — Caledonia, Orange, Windham and Windsor. 

Hon. James M. Tyler, of Brattleboro, was born at 
Wilmington, Vt., April 27, 1835 ; received an academi- 
cal education ; studied law with Messrs. Keyes & 
Howe, of Brattleboro ; was one year in the law depart- 
ment of the University of Albany, N. Y., and was ad- 
mitted to the bar in i860; practiced law in his native 
town till 1864, when he located in Brattleboro. He 
was a member of the general assembly, representing 
his native town in 1863, '64, and was staters attorney in 
1866 and '67. Mr. Tyler has never mingled in political 
life, but has strictly and successfully devoted himself to 
the pursuits of his profession, never holding any office 
except that of trustee of the Vermont asylum for the 
insane, which position he has held since 1875. He was 
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elected from the second district of Vermont to the 46th 
and re-elected to the 47th congress, as a republican, 
receiving 15,960 votes against 6,698 votes for Daniel 
Campbell, democrat; 411 votes for John B. Mead, 
republican ; scattering, 53. 

SECOND DISTRICT.— (new.) 

CoufUies — Caledonia, Essex, Orange, Orleans, Wash- 
ington, Windham and Windsor. 

Hon. Luke P. Poland, of St. Johnsbury, represen- 
tative elect from the second district, was born in West- 
ford, Nov. I, 1815. Judge Poland acquired his early 
education at the common schools mostly, never attend- 
ing an academy but one term and a half in his life. 
He read law, and at the age of twenty-one was admit- 
ted to the bar of Lamoille county on the first day the 
court was ever held in that county. He located and 
commenced the practice of law in Morrisville, held va- 
rious town and county offices ; was elected fifth asso- 
ciate judge of the supreme court in 1848, and with the 
establishment of a circuit court in 1850 was elected one 
of the judges thereof, which position he occupied con- 
tinuously till the re-establishment of the supreme court 
in 1857, when he was elected second associate judge, 
and in i860 succeeded to the chief justiceship of that 
court, which position he occupied until 1865, when he 
was appointed by Gov. Dillingham a United States 
senator, to fill the vacancy occasioned by the death of 
the Hon. Jacob Collamer. At the session of the legis- 
lature in 1866, he was elected to serve the remainder 
of the term, which ended March 4, 1867. He was 
elected to the 40th, 41st, 42d and 43d congresses from 
the second district of Vermont. He was a member of 
the general assembly from St. Johnsbury in 1878-9. 
In 1850 he removed from Morrisville to St. Johnsbury, 
where he has been engaged in an extensive practice of 
law% combining with it the duties of president of the 
First National Bank in that place. Judge Poland 
was elected as a republican, a member of the 48th con- 
gress, receiving 12,795 vote§ against 6,363 votes for 
George L. Fletcher, democrat ; 4,583 votes for William 
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W. Grout, republican; 390 votes for H. D. Dunbar, 
greenbacker; 338 votes for William P. Dillingham, 
republican; 221 votes for James M. Tyler, republican, 
and 96 votes ^ttering. Religious preference, Con- 
gregationalist. 

THIRD DISTRICT. — (OLD.) 

Q^i^^/^.^— Chittenden, Essex, Franklin, Grand Isle» 

Lamoille and Orleans. 

Hon. William W. Grout, of Barton, was born in 
Compton, P. Q., May 24, 1836. He received a liberal 
classical education ; read law and took a course in the 
State and National Law Schools, Poughkeepsie, N. Y., 
graduating in 1857, and immediately entered upon the 
practice of his profession, locating at Barton in 1857. 
He served in the war of the rebellion as lieutenant 
colonel of the 15th regiment Vt. Vols. In 1865 and 
^66 he was staters attorney for Orleans county, and was 
a delegate to the Chicago convention in x868. He was 
a member of the general assembly from Barton in 1868, 
^69, AQci ^74, — ^a senator from Orleans county in 
1876, and was president pro tempore of the senate. 
He was elected, as a republican, a member of the 47th 
congress, receiving 12,253 votes against 6,191 votes 
for John W. Currier, democrat ; 1,256 votes for Fletch- 
er Tarble, greenbacker ; 506 votes for H. Henry Powers, 
and 82 votes scattering. Religious preference, Liberal. 



JUDICIARY. 



Hon. Homer E. Royce, of St. Albans, chief justice, 
republican, was born in Berkshire, Vt., in 1819. He 
is a lawyer by profession, and located in St. Albans in 
1869.

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JOINT RULES 
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Senate and House of Representatives. 



1, 

A Joint Assembly shall be formed by an nnion 

of the Senate and House of Representatives in the 
Hall of the latter, at such time and for such specific 
purpose only as may be expressed in a concurrent 
resolution of both Houses; and may adjourn from 
time to time during the session of the General As- 
sembly. The President of the Senate*shall in all 
cases preside over, and the Secretary of State, or 
in his absence, the Secretary of the Senate shall 
officiate as Clerk ; and the rules of the Senate as 
far as applicable shall be observed in regulating the 
proceedings of every Joint Assembly. 

The proceedings of every Joint Assembly includ- 
ing the resolution ordering the same, shall be re- 
corded by the Clerk in a book kept for that purpose 
which shall be preserved in the office of the Secre- 
tary of State, a copy of which shall be fhrnished 
to the Governer by the Secretary of State, and shall 
also be published- with the Journal of the proceed- 
ings of the Senate.

8 JOINT BULES. 

3. 

At the commencement of each session the follow- 
ing Joint Standing Committee, consisting of two 
Senators and three Bepresentatiyes, shall be ap- 
pointed by the presiding officers of the two Houses 
respectively, to wit : 

A Committee on Joint Rules. 

Also the following Joint Standing Committees, 
to consist of three Senators and five Bepresenta- 
tives, to wit : 

A Committee on the Library. 
A Committee on the House of Correction. 
A Committee on the Beform School. 
A Committee on Grame and Fisheries. 

4. 

A Joint committee of three- Senators and three 
Bepresentatives shall be appointed by the presiding 
officers of .the two Houses respectively, to whom 
may be referred all documents transmitted by the 
Oovernor for the use of the General Assembly, who 
shall report thereon to that House from which they 
were received. 

6. 

The committee of the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentativfts, to whom the same subject matter shall 
have been referred, may, for the purpose of facili- 
tating business, meet together as a joint committee, 
and make a joint or separate report to either or 
both Houses, as they may think expedient. 

6. 

In every case of disagreement between the Sen- 
ate and House of Bepresentatives, if either shall 
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request a conference and appoint a committee for 
that purpose, and the other House shall also appoint 
a committee on its part, such committees shall meet 
at a convenient hour, to be agreed upon by their 
chairmen, in the conference-room, and state to each 
other, verbally or in writing, the reasons of each 
House for its vote on the subject matter of disgree- 
ment, confer freely thereon, and make a report of 
their doings to their respective Houses as soon as 
may be. 

7. 

Committees of Conference shall consist of an 
equal number from each House, and shall return 
the papers referred to them ta that House which 
last voted upon the subject matter of disagreement. 
The report of the Committee of Conference cannot. . 
be amended or altered, as that of other committees 
may be. In all cases of conference asked after a 
vote of disagreement, the conferees of the House 
asking it, are to leave the papers with the conferees 
of the other. 

8. 

After each House shall have adhered to the vote 
of disagreement, a bill or resolution shall be lost. 

9. I 

When bills and resolution are on their passage 
between the two Bouses, they shall be verified by 
the attestation of the Secretary or Clerk of each 
House respectively, and all bills, after their third 
reading has been ordered, and before being read 
the third time, shall be duly engrossed, if the 
House in which they originated, so order ; and all 
joint resolutions shall be fairly engrossed, after their 
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passage, in the House in which they originatedi and 
shall, when finally passed, be signed by the pre* 
siding officer of both Houses, in the same manner 
as bills. 

10. 

When a bill or resolution which shall have passed 

one House, is rejected in the other, notice thereof 
shall be given to the House in which the same shall 
have passed; and all such rejected bills or resolu- 
tions, with the accompanying papers, shall be re- 
turned to and left in the custody of the House 
which iirst acted on them. 

11. 

Each House shall transmit to the other all papers 
on which any bill or resolution shall be founded ; 
and should any bill or resolution pass both Houses 
the same papers shall be delivered to the Governor. 

12. 

No bill which shall have passed one House, shall 
be sent for concurrence to the other on the last day 
of the session. 

13. 

A two thirds vote of all present, shall be required 

for the suspension of any joint rule. 
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1. 

The credentials of Senators shall be presented tc 
the Secretary or Assistant Secretary previous to 
ten o'clock'on the morning of the first Wednesday 
of October, at which time the Senate shall be 
called to order. The names of the Senators shall 
be caUedf and when a quorum shall have taken 
their seats, they shall take the following oath, viz : 

I, , Senator of the County of , iu the 

State of Yermonti October Session, 18 ^ do sol- 
emnly swear that I will be faithful and true to the 
State of Vermont, and that I will not, directly or 
indirectly, do any act or thing injurious to the con- 
stitution or government thereof as established by 
convention. So help me God. And I also sol- 
emnly swear that, as a member of this Senate, I 
will not propose or assent to any bill, vote or reso* 
lution which shall appear to me injurious to the 
people, nor do or consent to any act or thing 
whatever that shall have a tendency to lessen or 
abridge their rights and privileges, as declared by 
the Constitution of this State ; but will in all things 
conduct myself as a faithful, honest representative 
and guardian of the people, according to the best 
of my judgment and abilities. So help me God. 
And I also solemnly swear (or affirm) that I did not 
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at the time of my election to this body, and that I 
do not now, hold any office of profit or trust under 
the authority of Congress. So help me Ood.** 
Whereupon, they shall, on nomination of the Presi- 
dent, appoint a Cantwring Committee^ consisting of 
one Senator from each county, to join such commit- 
tee as the House of Representatives may appoint, 
whose duty shall be to receive, sort and count 
the votes for Governor, Lieutenant Governor, 
Treasurer, Secretary of State and Auditor of Ac- 
counts ; and shall, in like manner, appoint a com- 
mittee of one Senator from each county to join 
such committee as the House of Representatives 
may appoint, wliose duty shall be to canvass the 
vol;es for County and Probate officers, and make re* 
port thereof to the Joint Assembly of both Houses. 

2. 

The Senate shall meet every day (Sundays ex- 
cepted) at ten o'clock in the morning, and two 
o'clock in the afternoon, unless otherwise specially 
ordered. 

3. 

The President having taken the chair, and a quo- 
rum being present, the journal of the preceding day 
shall be read, and all errors therein corrected. 

4. 

In case no quorum shall assemble within fitteen 

minutes after the time to which the Senate was 
adjourned, those present shall have the power to 
send the Sergeant-at-Arms, or other officer, after 
the absentees, and compel their attendance. 

6. 

The Senate shall biennially, within the first four 
days of actual sitting, elect, by ballot, a Secretary, 
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an Assistant Secretary, and President pro tempore^ 
who shall be severally sworn to the faithflil dis- 
charge of their duties, and shall hold their offices 
until superseded by a new election. The Assis- 
tant Secretary shall be ex officio engrossing clerk. 
The President pro tempore so elected shall preside 
in the absence of the President. 

6. 

Whenever the Senate shall assemble, according 
to adjournment, or at the commencement of a ses- 
sion, and the President and President pro tmporo 
shall be absent, it shall be the duty of the Secretary? 
if presenti if not, of a Senator, to call to order ; and 
the Senators present, if a quorum, shall by ballot 
elect a President pro tempore^ who shall preside 
until the return of the President or the President 
pro tempore named in Bule 6. 

7. 

No Senator shall be absent without leave, unless 
he is sick, or otherwise necessarily detained. 

8. 

No Senator shall audibly speak to another, or 
otherwise interrupt the business of the Senate^ 
while the |ournal or other public papers are being 
read, or while a Senator is orderly speaking in 
debate. 

9. 

« 

Every Senator, when he speaks, shall, standing 
in his place, address the President, and when he 
has finished shall sit down.

RULES OF THE SENATE. 



10. 

No member shall speak more than twice on the 
same question, without leave of the Senate ; and 
Senators who have once spoken, shall not again be 
entitled to the floor (except for the purpose of ex- 
planation) to the exclusion of another who has not 
spoken. 

11. 

In all cases, the Senator first arising and address- 
ing the President (subject to the restriction of rule 
lOy) shall be entitled to the floor, and when two or 
more arise at the same time, the President shall 
name the one who is to speak. 

12. 

• 

When a Senator shall be called to order he shall 
sit down ; and every question of order shall be de- 
cided by the President without debate, subject to 
an appeal to the Senate. 

13. 

If a Senator be called to order for words spoken, 
the exceptional words shall be immediately taken 
down in writing by the Senator calling to order, 
that the President may be better enabled to judge 
of the matter. 

14. 

The first hour of each morning's sitting may be 

devoted to the reception and disposal of petitions, 
memorials and remonstrances, motions, resolutions, 
and the introduction of bills ; after which the or- 
ders of the day, or other proper business, shall be 
announced, always commencing with the unfinished 
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business of the last sitting. The first hour of the 
afternoon's sitting may be occupied in receiving 
and disposing of reports of committees, and in com- 
pleting the business of the morning hour ; at the 
expiration of which, the Senate will again take up 
the orders of the day. 

Beports of committees may be signed by any 
member in behalf of the committee, and shall be 
by him presented to the Senate, when the call for 
reports is made. The signer of each report shall 
be held responsible for the accuracy of its state* 
ments and the propriety of its language, and wheti 
the same shall be under consideration, he shall be 
further liable to give additional statements of facts 
or other explanations, in answer to the call of any 
Senator. ' 

16. 

The proceedings of the Senate, except when 
acting as in Committee of the Whole, embracing 
the titles of bills and such parts thereof as may be 
affected by the proposed amendments, and also the 
names of the Senators, and the votes which they 
give on every question decided by yeas and nays, 
shall be, by the Secretary, accurately and concisely 
inserted in the journal. 

17. 

The Senate shall at each biennial session appoint 

the following committees, to consist of three mem- 
bers each, except that the committees on the Judi- 
ciary and on Railroads shall consist of seven mem- 
bers each, and the committees on Claims, on Edu- 
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cation and Genei:Al Committee shall consist of five 
members each : ^ 

A Committee on Rules. 

A Comni^tee on Finance. 

A Committee on the Judiciary* 

A Committee on Claims. 

A Committee on Education. 

A Committee on Agriculture. 

A Committee on Manufactures. 

A Committee on Elections. 

A Committee on Military AffiEiirs. 

A Committee on Railroads. 

A Committee on Highways and Bridges. 

A Committee on Banks. 

A Committee on Land Taxes. 

A Committee on Printing. 

A General Committee. 

A Committee on Federal Relations. 

A Committee on the State Prison.

18. 

All bills after the second reading, and all peti- 
tions, memorials, remonstrances, resolutions and 
other papers, calling for legislative action (except 
such as have been reported by a committee)) no 
objection being made, shall be referred by the Presi- 
dent to appropriate committees. 

19. 

Before any resolution, any petition, or other 
paper addressed to the Senate, shall be received 
and read, whether the same shall be introduced by 

the President or a Senator, the title shall be fairly 
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. endorsed thereon, and a brief statement of its ob- 
jects or contents shall be made by the introducer. 

20- 

Every motion shall be reduced to writing by the 
mover, if required thereto by the President or a 
Senator, and a motion to lay another motion, the 
latter not being in writing, on the table, or other- 
wise to dispose of it, shall not be in order. 

21. 

Every bill shall receive three readings before it 

is passed ; the President shall give notice at each 
reading whether it be the tlrst, second, or third ; the 
last of which reading of public bills shall be at least 
twenty-four hours after the first reading, unless the 
Senate unanimously direct otherwise ; provided 
that the bills may be read the second time by their 
title. Resolutions requiring the approbation and 
signature of the Governor shall be treated in all 
respects as bills ; and the third reading of all bills 
of a public nature shall be ordered for some partic- 
ularday. Each and every nomination made by the 
Governor, to be confirmed by the Senate, shall lie 
over at least twenty-four hours between such nom- 
ination and the confirmation thereof. 

22. 

On motion of a Senator, public bills, after the 
second reading, may be referred to committee of 

the whole. 

23. 

No amendment to a bill originating in the Sen- 
ate shall be received at the third reading, but the 
bill may be committed to a Senator for amendment 
at any time before its passage.

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34. ' 

Motions on bills and resolutions shall be sus- 
tained in the following order : 1. To postpone in- 
definitely* 2* To lay on the table. 3. To commit 
4. To amend. 

25. 

A call for the previous question shall not at any 
time be in order. A motion to adjourn shall always 
be in order. 

26. 

If the question in debate contains several points^ 
the same may be divided on the demand of a Sen* 
ator. A motion to strike out and insert shall not be 
divided, but the rejection of a motion to strike out 
and insert one proposition shall not preclude a mo- 
tion to strike out and insert a different one, or a 
motion to simply strike out ; nor shall the rejection 
of a motion simply to strike out, prevent a subse- 
quent one to strike out and insert. 

27. 

In filling blanks, the largest sum and the longest 
time shall be first in order. 

28. 

When the reading of a paper is called for, and the 
same is objected to by a Senator, the question shall 
be determined by a vote of the Senate. 

29. 

The yeas and nays shall be taken on a call of a 
* Senator, and every Senator present shall vote unless 
excused by the Senate ; but no Senator shall be 

compelled to vote who was absent when the ques- 
tion was stated by the President. 
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30. 

No Senator in the minority, nor one w^o did not 

vote on the decision of the question, shall have a 
right to move a reconsideration thereof ; nor sliall 
any motion for reconsideration be in order unless 
made before the close of the next day of actual 
sitting of the Senate, after that in which the vote 
was taken, and before the bill, resolution, report, 
amendment, address, or motion upon which the 
vote was taken, shall, in the regular progress of 
business, have gone out of the possession of the 
Senate. 

81. 

On all questions, in the decision of which a sim- 
ple majority is required, when the Senate is equally 

divided, the Secretary shall take the casting vote 
of the President. In all such cases a motion for 
reconsideration, if made in time, shall be in order 

from any Senator who voted on the question. 

32. 

The President shall have the right to call upon 

any Senator to. discharge the duties of the Chair, 
whenever he shall find it necessary temporarily to 
retire : but such substitution shall not extend be- 
yond more than one adjournment 

33. 

' The Senate having taken the final vote on any 
question, the same shall not again be in order dur- 
ing the same session, in any form whatever, except 
by way of reconsideration ; and when a motion for 
reconsideration has been decided, that decision shall 
not be reconsidered. 
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34. 

No proposition to amend the roles of the Senate 

or the joint rules of both Houses, shall be acted on 
until the same shall have been before the Senate at 
least twenty-four hours ; and no rule of the Senate 
shall be suspended except by the vote of three 
fourths of the members present. 

35. 

Messages shall be sent to the House of Bepre* 

sentatives by the Secretary or Assistant Secretary. 

86. 

Reporters may be placed on the floor of the Sen- 
ate, under the direction of the Secretary, with the 
approbation of the President. 

87. 

No person shall be admitted within the lobby of 
the Senate Chamber except the Governor, Treas- 
urer of the State, Secretary of State, Auditor of 
Accounts, members of the other House, Judge^ of 
the Supreme Court, Senators and Representatives 
in Congress, Ex-Governors and Lieutenant Gov- 
ernors, Ex-Judges of the Supreme Court, Ex-Sona- 
tors of the State Senate, District Judge, Circuit 
Judge, and Attorney of the United States, members 
of other State Legislatures, Clerk and Assistant 
Clerk of the House of Representatives, and the Sec- 
retary of Civil and Military Affairs, and such ladies 
and gentlemen as the President or a Senator may 
introduce.

When in session the Senators shall sit with their 
heads uncovered. 
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89. 

Upon any disorderly conduct in the gallery, the 
President may order the same to be cleared. 

40. 

Whenever a bill or resolution is laid on the table, 

by order of the Senate, and shall have remained on 
the table twenty-f<^r hours, it shall be subject to be 
taken up by the Chair, and presented for the con- 
sideration of the Senate, without a call or order on 
the subject. 

41. 

There shall be one Door-Keeper, one Assistant 
Door-Keeper, and two Messengers of the Senate. 

42. 

CHOIG£ OF S£ATS. 

At nine o'clock on the morning of the first day 

of the session, and before the Senate shall be called 
to order, the Secretary shall place in a box pre- 
pared for the purpose, fourteen ballots, designating 
by name the several counties in the State, and shall 
proceed to draw therefrom, impartially, one ballot 
at a time until all are drawn. And as each ballot 
is drawn, the Senator or Senators from the county 
designated by such ballot, shall, personally, if pres- 
ent, or may by proxy, if absent, select his or their 
seat or seats. If any Senator or Senators, from 
any county so drawn, should not be present, either 
personally or by proxy, at the time of such draw- 
ing, the county next drawn shall have preference.

After the second reading of any Senate bill of pub* 
lie character, the Secretary shall teuse not less than 
three hundred copies of the same to be forthwith 
printed for the use of the General Assembly, un- 
less already printed, and he shall Airnish five eopies 
thereof to the Librarian.

the drawing, either by himself or his proxy. If any 
member from any town so drawn shall not be pres- 
ent, either himself or by his proxy, at the time of 
such drawing, the town next drawn shall have pref- 
erence*

The House shall meet every day (Sundays ex- 
cepted), at ten o'clock in the morning, and at two 
o'clock in the afternoon, unless otherwise ordered.

Town Lines* 

A committee consisting of one member from each 
county, who shall consider all matters relating to 
the mileage and debentures of the members of the

Rule 38. 

All incidental questions of orderi arising after a 
motion is made for the previous question, and pend- 
ing such motion, shall be decided, whether on ap- 
peal or otherwise, without debate.

All messages from the House of Representatives 
to the Senate shall be transmitted by its Clerk or 
one of his assistants.

The Library shall be kept open each day, at Buit- 

able hours, of every session of the Legislature and 
Constitutional Ck>nvention9 when the Librarian or 
his Assistants shall be presents And no person 
shall be allowed access to the Library at any 
time except in the presence of the Librarian or his 
Assistants. 

2. 

Books may be taken from the Library by the 
Governor and Lieutenant Governor ; the Secretary 
of Civil and Military Affairs ; members of the Sen- 
ate and House and their Clerks ; members of the 
Constitutional Convention and its Clerks ; Heads 
of Departments ; Judges of the Supreme Court ; 
Trustees of the Library ; Secretary and members 
of the Board of Education. 

3. 

The right to take and keep books by the mem- 
bers and Clerks of a Legislature or Constitutional 
Convention, is limited to the time said Legislature 
or Convention may be in session, and no other per- 
son shall keep a book from the Library more than 
twenty days.

The Librarian shaU keep records in which he 
shall enter all books taken from the Library ; and 

every person taking a book shall be responsible for 
its return agreeable to the rules of the Library un- 
til the Librarian shall cancel the charge. And no 
book shall be taken from the Library until the 
same has been so charged. 

6. 

Every book placed on the shelves of the Library 

shall be stamped on the outside and inside, when 
practicable, with the words "Vermont State Li- 
brary," in snch a manner as to be indelibly in- 
scribed. 

6. 

The Librarian shall keep in suitable books a rec- 
ord of all the transactions of the Library in the 
purchase and exchange of books, and also of all the 

expenses, of the Library, tor the examination of the 
Trustees and the Committee on the Library. 

» 

7. 

The Librarian, in the discharge of his duties, 
shall in all matters be subject to the control of the 
Trustees ot the Library, and shall keep a fliU re- 
cord of all their proceedings. 

8. 

The Library and Library Booms shall he under 

the control and charge of the Librarian, and he 
shall carefully preserve the books and all other 
property belonging to the Library ; and, if any loss 
or damage to the same shall happen from his want 
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of care, or any violation of the rules of the Library 
by him permitted^ he shall be personally responsible 
for the same. 

9. 

If, on notice to any person that the time for which 
any book or books have been drawn from the Li* 
brary by such person has expired, such person shall 
neglect to return such book or books to the Library 
for more than three days after such notice, such 
person shall be liable to pay to the State double the 
value of such book or books, which value shall be 
estimated at the cost of replacing the same. 

10. 

If any person shall take from the Library any 

book or other article belonging to the same, without 
being properly authorized so to do, such person 
shall be liable to pay to the State double the value 
of such book or other article, and shall also pay a 
penalty of ten dollars. 

11. 

If any person shall have in his possession any 
book or other article belonging to the Library, and 
shall neglect to return the same to the Library on 
demand, such person shall be liable to pay to the 
State double the value of such book or other arti* 
cle, and also a penalty of ten dollars. 

12. 

If any book shall be damaged while the same 
shall be drawn from the Library by any person, 
such person shall be liable to pay to the State the 
amount of such damage. 
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Ths following oaths are required by the Consti* 
tntion of the State of Yermont and by statutory 

provision, to be administered to officers under the 
civil government thereof, to wit : 

The Kepresentatives, having met and chosen 
their Speaker and Clerk, shall each of them take 
and subscribe the following oaths or affirmations 
(except when they shall produce certificates of 
their having heretofore taken and subscribed the 
same), to-wit : 

You do solemnly swear(or affirm) that, as a 

member of this assembly, you will not propose or 
assent to any bill, vote or resolution which shall 
appear to } ou injurious to the people, nor do or 
consent to any act or thing whatever that shall 
have a tendency to lessen or abridge their rights 
and privileges as declared by the Constitution of 
this State ; but will, in all things, conduct yourself 
as a faithful, honest representative and guardian of 
the people, according to the best of your judgment 
and abilities. So help you God (in case of an oath) ; 
under the pains and penalties of perjury (in case of 
an affirmation). 

Bule 1 of the Senate requires the following oath 
to be taken by the members of that body, to wit : 

I, , a Senator from the County of , 

in the State of Vermont, October session, 18 , 

do solemnly swear that I will be true and faithful to 
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the State of Yermont, and that I will not, directly 
or indirectly, do any act or thing injurious to the 
Constitution or Oovernment thereof as established 
by convention. So help me God. And I also sol- 
emnly swear that, as a member of this Senate, I 
will not propose or assent to any bill, vote or reso- 
lution which shall appear to me injurious to the 
people, nor do or consent to any act or thing what- 
ever that shall have a tendency to lessen or abridge 
their rights and privileges as declared by the Con- 
stiution of this State ; but will, in all things, conduct 
myself as a faithful, honest representative and 
guardian of the people, according to the best of my 
judgment and abilities. So help me God. 

The representatives, having met ou the day ap- 
pointed by law for the commencement of a biennial 
session of the general assembly, and chosen their 
speaker, and the senators having met, shall, before 
they proceed to business, take and subscribe the fol- 
lowing oath, in addition to the oath now prescribed : 

" You, , do solemnly swear (or affirm) 

that you did not at the time of your election to this 
body, and that you do not now, hold any office of 
profit or trust under the authority of Congress. So 
help you God." Or, in case of affirmation, Under 
the pains and penalties of perjury.'* 

The words ^ ^office of profit or trust under the author- 
ity of Congress*' shall be construed to mean any office 
created directly or indirectly by Congress, and for 
which emolument is provided from the treasury of 
the United States. 

Every officer, whether judicial, executive or mil- 
itary, in authority under this State, shall take and 

subscribe the following oaths or affirmations of al- 
legiance to this State and of office (unless he shall 
produce evidence that he has before taken the same, 
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except military officers, who are to take only the 
oath of allegiance, and such as shall be exempted 

by the Legislature). 

OATH OR AFFIRMATION OF ALLEGIANCE. 

You do solemnly swear (or affirm) that you will 
be true and faithful to the State of Vermont, and 
that you will not, directly or indirectly, do any act 
or thm^ injurious to the Constitution or Govern- 
ment thereof as established by conyention. So 
help you Ood (if an oath) ; unaer the pains and 
penalties of perjury (if an affirmation). 

OATH OB AFFIRMATION OF OFFICB. 

You, , do solemnly swear (or affirm) that 

you will faithfully execute the office of for 

the of , and will therein do equal 

right and justice to all men, to the best of your 
judgment and abilities, according to law. So help 
you God (if an oath); under the pains and penalties 
of perjury (if an affirmation). 

The form of oath to be administered to persons 
appointed in pursuance of the provision of law, to 
perform any duty or execute any office, commission 

or trust whatsoever, where an oath is required and 
no specific form is provided, is as follows : 

OATH TO BE ADMINISTERED TO COMMITTEES, ETC. 

You solemnly swear that you will iaithftilly exe- 
cute the office (duty or trust) o f ■ , to the best 
of your judgment and abilities, according to law.

SENATORS IN CONGRESS. 



AN ACT TO REGULATE THE TIME AND MANNER OF HOLD- 
ING ELECTIONS FOB SENATORS IN CONGRESS. 



Be ii enacted by the Senate and Souse of RepresentaJtives of 
UnUed States of America in Congrest aaaembUdt 

That the Legislature of each State which shall be chosen next pre- 
ccdiQ>; the expiration of the time for which any Senator was elected 
to represent said State in CongreBS, shall, on the second Tuesday after 
the meeting and organization thereof, proceed to elect a Senator in 
Congress, In place of such Senator so going out ot office, in the follow- 
ing manner: Each bouse shall openly, by a viva voce [vote! of each 
member present, name one person tor Senator in Congress froni said 
State, and the name of the person so voted for, who shall have a ma- 
jority of the whole number of votes cast in each house, shall be enter- 
ed on the Journal of each house by the olerk or secretary thereof; bat 
If either house shall fail to give such majority to any person on said 
day, that fact shall be entered on the Journal. At twelve o'clock, 
meridian, of the day following that on which proceedings are required 
to take place, aforesaid, the members of the two houses shall convene 
in Joint assembly and the Journal of each house shall then be read, and 
if the same person shall have received a majority of all the Yotes In 
each house, such person shall be declared duly elected Senator to 
represent said State in the Congress ot the United States; but if the 
'same person shall not have received a majority of the votes in each 
house, or If either house shall have failed to take proceedings as re- 
quired by this act, the Joint assembly shall then proceed to choose, by 
a 9ifM voce vote of each member present, a person for the purpose 
aforesaid, and the person having a majority of all the votes of the said 
Joint assembly, a minority of all the members elected to both houses 
being present and voting, shall he declared dniy elected; and In case 
no person sliall receive such majority on the first day, the Joint assem- 
bly shall meet at twelve o'clock, meridian, of each succeeding day 
during the session of the legislatare, and take at least one vote untU 
a Senator shall be elected. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That whenever, on the meeting 
of the Legislature of any State, a vacancy shall exist in the representa- 
tion of such State In the Senate of the United States, said Legislature 
shall proceed, on the second Tuesday after the commencement and 
organization of Its session, to elect a person to fill such vacancy, in 
the manner hereinbefore provided for tlie election of a Senator /or a 
full term; and if a vacancy shall happen during the session of the 
Legislature, then on the second Tuesday after the Legislature shall 
have been organized and shall have notice of sucli vacancy. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted^ That It shall be the duty of the 
Governor of the State from which any senatorshall have been chosen 
as aforesaid to certify his election, under the seal of the State, to the 
President of the Senate of the United States, which certtfloate shall 
be countersigned by the Secretary of State of the State.

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BIOGRAPHICAL AND POLITICAL NOTES 



OF THE 

FEDERAL OFFICERS, CONGRESSIONAL DELEGA- 
TION, JUDICIARY, MEMBERS OF THE EXECU- 
TIVE DEPARTMENT, SENATE AND HOUSE 

OF REPRESENTATIVES, CONSTITUTING 
THE CIVIL GOVERNMENT OF 
VERMONT. 



FEDERAL OFEIOERS. 

Hon. HoYT H. Wheeler, of Jamaica, district judge, 
was born in Chesterfield, N. H., August 30, 1833; re- 
ceived an academical education at Chesterfield Academy 
and Newfane, Vt. ; read law with the late Hon. Charles 
K. Field, then of New&ne, and with Bradley & Kel- 
logg, of Brattleboro ; was admitted to the bar of Wind- 
ham county in I859, located in Jamaica the same 
year. Judge Wheeler represented Janfiaica in I867 , and 
was a senator from Windham county in 1868 and ^69. 
In the latter year he was elected a judge of the supreme 
court, which position he continuously occupied until 
March 3I, I877, when he resigned, having been ap- 
pointed by President Hayes judge for the district of 
Vermont. Religious preference, Congregationalist, 
and in politics is a republican. 

Hon. KiTTREDGE Haskins, of Brattleboro, district 
attorney, was born in Dover, Vt., April 8, I836; was 
educated at the public schools, read law, was admitted 
to the bar of Windham county in I858, and located in 
Bratdeboro in I863. He was first lieutenant of Co. I, * 
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16th regiment Vt. Vols., in the war of the rebellion, 
was state's attorney from I870 to '72, represented 
Brattleboro in the legislature of the latter year, and 
was appointed by President Hayes district attorney in 
I880. Religious preference, Episcopalian, and in pol- 
itics is a republican. 

Hon. Bradley B. Smalley, of Burlington, clerk of 
the district court of Vermont, was born ii\ Jericho, Vt., 
Nov. 26, I836, and removed to Burlington in I839. 
Mr. SmaJley received a common school and academic 
education; studied law with his father, the late Hon. 
David A. Smalley ; was appointed district clerk in 1861, 
and admitted to the bar of Chittenden county in I863. 
He represented the city of Burlington in the legisla- 
ture of I874 and again in '78, and has held various mu- 
nicipal offices in his adopted city. Religious prefer- 
ence, Episcopalian, and in politics is a democrat. 

General William Wirt Henry, of Burlington, 
marshal, was born in Waterbury, Vt., Nov. 2I, I83I;

Hon. Justin S. Morrill, of StraiFord, was born/in 
Strafford, Vt., April I4, 18 Lo; received an academic 
education ; was a merchant, and afterward engaged in 
agricultural pursuits ; was a representative in the 34th, 
35th, 36th, 37th, 38th and 39th congresses.

FIRST DISTRICT. 

Hon. John W. Stewart, of Middlebury, represen- 
tative from the first district, born in Middle- 
bury, Nov. I4, I825. He is a graduate of Middlebury 
College, class of '46, and was admitted to the bar of 
Addison county in I850. Besides having held the 
usual town offices, he represented Middlebury in I856, 
^57, ^64, '65, ^66, '67 and ^76, and was speaker of the 
house in I865, ^66, ^67 and ^76.
